Rio de Janeiro. Deo. 12.- Five hours 
bombardment of Ihe naval barracks at 
t’ombra Island by loyal HraxlUan ships 
and shore batteries In Rio da Janeiro 
harbor ended a second revolt In the 
Rraalltan navy to-day. 

At noon the mutineers surrendered 
after eeveral of the xarrlson and crew 
of theacoutship Rio de Bui. which sup¬ 
ported the mutiny, had been killed. 

The greatest excitement reigned 
during the bombardment. Thousands 
of cltixens of Rio de Janeiro lined the 
shore and bills walchinx the conflict, 
snd cheering the display ef firmness by 
the government. 

The red flag wlikh the mutineers 
hoisted at dusk yesterilay was shot 
away twice dut log the firing, but each 
time was replaced. 

< >rdeni were Issued for a general 
hambardment, but before the veseela 
could clear for action the red Dag waa 
run down and a wrhtte took Its 

place on the barracks flagstaff. 

The surrender was unnondtlinnal and 
the entire garrison was marched nut 
(jlnder arrest. The rlnxiesdera were 
confined In the federal pris«»n under 
heavy guard and It Is considered prob¬ 
able that the^ will be executed. 

The barracks were dismantled 
tha Rio de Bui was reported to l>e^i 
the verge of sinking.
